The fundamental co ncept o f true bro th­ 
erho o d was giv en us centuries ago in the 
simple co mmandment: Lo v e o ne ano ther. 
If Bro therho o d is to be mo re than an 
empty wo rd, we must o bey this co mmand­ 
ment in all o ur dealings with o ur fello w 
men. 
If the Bro therho o d o f man is to 
spread thro ugho ut the natio n and the 
wo rld, we must begin with o urselv es, in o ur 
ho mes, teaching o ur children to respect and 
to ho no r all o thers, witho ut regard fo r dif­ 
ferences in race, religio n o r so cial status. 
Infants in a nursery are true bro thers. 
They kno w no differences in co lo r o f skin 
o r creed until they are taught discrimina­ 
tio n by adults. All the hatred and bigo try 
that plagues o ur liv es co uld be eliminated 
if o lder generatio ns were to sto p transmit­ 
ting these afflictio ns to their children.

T here m u st be som ething abou t p lay-acting 
and p olitics w hich d istu rbs the balance of an in­ 
dividu al. I know p oliticians be tte r than I do 
com edians, bu t both su ffer from this sim ilar ill­ 
ness w hich is some kind of a social p sychosis th at 
has not yet been descritx d in the books. 
T ake an u p com ing p olitician. He is usu ally a 
good guy, an extrovert, who believes th a t he 
ou ght to be liked becau se he has never done any­ 
thing to bother anybody. His task is to p u t his 
foot on the first ru n g of the p olitical ladder and 
th a t requ ires su bservience to p rofessional p oli­ 
tician. Nobody can get anyw here any o th er w ay. 
Som e have tried it by a p u blicity blitz. O thers 
have tried to be g rea t reform ers ou tside of p rac­ 
tical p olitics bu t they u su ally die on the vine. The 
technical requ irem ent is to be m oved u p w ard and 
onw ard. M any p ersons and group s e n te r into the 
p rodu ction of a single p olitical p ersonality. It can 
tru ly be said that no j>olitician is a sell-m ade man. 
However, the m om ent the p olitician arrives, 
he is a different m an. His voice changes. It takes 
on the coloration of his p rofession. 11 is ta lk grows 
w eightier and slow er. If once he w as an idealist, 
he is now a p rag m atist. His ear becom es elongat­ 
ed so that he can keep it to the grou nd and hear 
the trem blings before they becom e noticeable to 
the op p osition.

Some p oliticians recover from th is fu nctional 
p ersonality. T hey revert to th eir original' ways, 
w hatever they m ay have been, bu t m u st p rotect 
the im age w hich th ey have p resented to the p u b­ 
lic. 
A ctors used to p lay to small au diences, a few 
hu ndred p ersons w ho, on the whole, w ere p redis­ 
p osed to them becau se they p aid to see and hear 
th e actors. G reat sta rs, like S arah B ernhardt and 
R ichard M ansfield, to cite tw o instances of the 
tru ly great, w ere fo rtu n a te if th e ir au diences 
am ou nted to p erh ap s 1,000 p ersons. Few theajros 
existed w hich cou ld hold m any m ore. 
Today, an u n train ed acto r by a slip of fate, 
m ight be p laying to 10 or 15 m illion p ersons on 
television. A lthou gh th is is nol a select audience 
nor does he h ear its ap p lau se, he docs follow his 
ratin g w hich is as soothing to his soul as the 3,600 
w ho ap p lau ded R obert M errill in ihe M etrop olitan 
O p era House. W ho needs ap p lau se, if he can get 
a t ratin g ? 
Su ddenly th e p erson to whom *1 0 0 looked like 
real money, even in inflationary tim es, is earning 
half a m illion a ye a r w hich less taxes and less 
ag e n ts’ fees, e t c , is still money. He no longer 
dep ends up on th e m ip s which brou ght him to 
fam e. H r now hires p rofessional gag-w riters and 
the w ord, gag, is ju st right for w h a t they do to 
him , for "to gag" m eans to stran g le, im itative of 
the sound m ade w hen choking: it also m eans to 
retch. M acau lay u sed th e p hrase: "T he tim e was 
not yet com e w hen eloquence w as to lie gagged, ! 
and reason to he hoodw inked.” 
W ell, lhat gives you an idea of w hat hap p ens 
to the com edian w hen he hires a gag-w l iter. He | 
is gagged w hich as a verb m eans p u ttin g som e­ 
thing in the m ou th both to choke and silence the 
victim . It also has som e effect on the head which j 
becomes u nbelievably swollen. T his is not su r­ 
p rising for to have an au dience of millions of 
h earers easily could m ake a p erson, w ithou t the 
balance of p hilosop hy and the hu m ility of re ­ 
ligion, believe th a t he is a god 
T he m an w ho did m ost for television was no 
actor.

rural policemen could stand at 
corners and accuse passing driv­ 
ers of speeding. 
T he bill, sponsored by Sen. 
E dw ard J. Spono 
(R -N assau), 
allow s a d river to exceed the

speed lim it for a qua rte r m ile 
in em ergencies or in passing a n ­ 
o ther vehicle. 
T he S enate also endorsed a 
bill to m ake it unlaw ful for a 
m otorist to en ter an intersection 
w hen the re is not enough space 
to accom m odate his vehicle.

was wrong. He said the 1957 mar­ 
keting order affected only prices 
paid to milk farmers—not to dis­ 
tributors. 
The McGovern 
firm, 
operated 
by four brothers with annual sales 
of $300,000, lost its license last 
year after it refused to pay a S3;- 
500 fine assessed by State Milk Di­ 
rector Floyd R. Hoffman. 
Hoffman ruled that one partner 
got illegal rebates of 2 cents a 
quart from its milk supplier, un­ 
der a secret pact, and filed a false 
report with Hoffman which didn't 
show two checks totaling $772. 
Currie claimed that Hoffman's 
actions in milk regulation have 
beep high-handed that that he has 
used threat of revocation to col­ 
lect fines for the state.
